Reminiscences Of. || 


A Pioneer Pilot. 


By SIR- 


T was in 1910, when I 
was 22, that I made 
_my frat: flight. In the 
autumn I bought the 
first monoplane made by 
Howard Wright, ‘who, in- 
cidentally, was not connected 
with the American Wright 
brothers. Although I. had 
never flown before, I felt 
confident that I could do, x0 
. and, on October 22, decided 
to take the heroplane up on 
its first test flight. 


} discovered that my Cuith 
wan justified, I could fly— 
but not vory’ far! After 
- covering some 300 yards, [ 
pulled the stick back too 
hard and the machine shot 
up to about 10 feet, stalled, 
and crashed, breaking the 
nirscrew, undercarriage and 
one wing. 


This slight setbuek did 
not deter me, and it was not

long before 1 bought -the © 


first Howard-Wright biplane. 

“This had an E.N.V.. engine 
similar to that in the mono- 
plane but developing 60 h.p. 
instead of only 40. | 


On November 21 I took 
the aeroplane out and,spent 
the morning taxi-ing (or 
rolling as it wag then call- 
ed) and later did some 
short  atraight flights. 
During the afternoon I made’ 
au few circuits and ‘after- 
wards quatifidd. for my 
R.A.C, Aviation Certificate, 
which was number 31. 


First Passenger 


LATER in the same day | 
found some trusting per- 
son who was prepared to fly 
with me and thus Twas able 
to tuke up my first passen- 
yer. 


This new experience of being 
able to fly was one of the most 
exhiloroting things that-had ever 
hnppened to me, 1 sejzed every 
opportunity. to get into the alr 
and by the time I had 10 hours’ 
flying behind me I began to feel 

“that I was a ‘really experienced 
pilot.

On my teturn I continued to 
fly us much as possible and also 
undertook the testing of the new 
Martin and Handasyde = mona- 
plane.

He did not enjoy success very 
long. He died early in- 1950 
with a requcst in his will that 
no biography should be written 
of him.
